OmoAGo, June 26.—Lake Front as a 
world's fair site has been abandoned. 
So much opposition to the site develop- 
ed that it was generally agreed among 
the directors to give fit up. The mem- 
bers of the national commission have 
been invited to make a personal inq>ec- 
tion of the various other sites that have 
been proposed. 


At a meeting last night of the world's 
fair commissioners frooi certain western 
and southern states and New York,itwas 
agreed to sap^rt O. M. I>epew for 
presidenti of the commission at to-ân^'s 
meeliiiig. 
M. H. DeTonng, of Éfeta 
^ânoisoo was selected as candidate for 
first vice-president) and John T. Dick- 
inson, of Texas, for secretary. 


STABTING THE WOBE. 


CHICAGO, June 
26.;-The 
national 
movement in connection with the 
world's Columbian exposition was m- 
augurated to-day. From an early hour 
the rotundas and corridors of the prin- 
cipal hotels presented an appearance 
familiar to those who have participated 
in the national conventions of the great 
political parties. 
On every hand there 
were to be encountered men of national 
piomiBeDce in business life, in the 
political world and in the arenas of 
statesmanship and diplomacy. 
Many 
of them had trod the same ground 
within the last two years when the ac- 
credii^ delegates of the republican and 
democratic parties had gathered in this 
city to place their standard bearers in 
the field. The Grand Pacific hotel was 
the principal center of the world's fair 
delegates this morning, and by 10 
o'clock its spacions rotunda was almcst 
impassible. Each one of the states and 
territories were represented by two dele- 
gates and the ten delegates at large ap- 
pointed by Pr^ident Harrison had all 
put in an appearance by noon. At that 
hour the national commission was 
formally opened in the large club room 
of the Grand Pacific and the existence 
of the body became a matter of record. 


A. T. Wing, one of the commissioners 
from Illinois, called the commission to 
order on behalf of the secretary of state. 
The Bev. Dr. M. Woolsley Strieker 
made the opening prayer 
and Mr. 
Charles H. Derree, also oommissioner 
from Uliziois," moved the election of 
Jndge John T. Harris as temporary- 
chairman. The comraission as a whole 
will first be called upon to decide two 
matters—first the question of site, and 
Becond, the sufficiency of the fund. Al- 
though the local board of directors have 
already practically decided upon the 
lake front and have opened negotiations 
wij|i the Illinois Central railway to 
joint action, it is not already certain 
that the national commission will en- 
dorse that action. As to the question 
of the sufficiency of the fund there will 
be no difference of opinion. If in the 
judgment of the national commission 
the amount subscribed or to be sub- 
jBcribed is not regarded as ample for all 
purpose the board of directors will 
guarah^ to secure without délayas 
many x^Lillionsi more as may be neces- 
sary or|desirable. 


The |)robabl0 officers of the national 
commission came in for a good deal of 
canvassing this morning. Ex-Senator 
Palmer, of Michigan, seems to be every- 
body's candidate for president. The 
New York d^egates have publicly an- 
nounced their intention of placing Mr. 
Depew in nomination, but in view of 
the 
great 
interests which 
require 
his undivided attention it is not thought 
probable for a moment that he would 
consent to occupy the position. For 
secretary, energetic efforts have been 
put forth on behalf of the Hon. Benj. 
W. Butterworth, and John T. Dickin- 
son, of Texas, and it is though that the 
latter is in the lead. The meeting to- 
day is simply to comply with the statue 
and it does not follow that permanent 
organization must be effected at onCe. 
Under the law the commissioners can if 
they so detennine, remain in continu- 
ous session until after the purposes of 
the fair shall have been accomplished. 


From noon to-day, moreover, the 
state department has no^ control over 
the delegates. It has given effect to 
the law by the issuance of a proper no- 
tice of the meeting of the commission, 
and there its duty in the matter ends. 
All the arrangements have been com- 
pleted for a banquet to be given to the 
104 comrades at the Palmer house to- 
night. The affair will be im elabor- 
ate one and very select; the namber of 
the gitèste being limited.

Every horse when it starts on a trip has 
a luge sponge attached to the bridle 
gear and this sponge is wet with cool 
water at intervals along the route.

CHICAGO, June 26.—The decision to 
be given the strikers by Qenend Supers 
intendent Sullivan, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, at 10 o'clock this morning has not 
yet been annotmoed. U t e ofipi^als of 
the company and a committee of the 
«trikezs~«:e now-in -«onier^c» hat it is 
learned that the company is determined 
to fight to the end. As the strikers ace 
equally determined it is not imlikely 
that before long the strike will spread 
all along the line. The railroad officials 
learned that the freight ccpnductors were 
not able to support a str&e, and propo- 
sitions were made to them. 


The conductors, it is said, have de- 
cided to return to work to-morrow 
whether the strikers approve of it or 
not. It is said that conductors and 
brakemen have been hired from other 
roads in the east and that the ofScials 
will not take back any of the old em- 
ployes who have not already consented 
to return to work. The oflBlcials say 
they are determined to run the road 
without being dictated to by men, and 
another siege similar to the big "Q" 
s t ^ e is looked for. 


The East St. Louis freight handlers' 
strike is still on and bids fair to last 
until to-morrow. 
This morning the 
Mobile and Ohio acceded to the men's 
demands for $1.50 per day, but refused 
to grant them extra money for over 
time. It is said that unl,ees the strikers 
go to wt)rk to-morrow n^w men will be 
imported to fill their plades. 


BOSTON, 
June 
26.-^The building 
laborers will not accept the wages 
offered by the Masons '.Builders' associ- 
ation, holding that the excavators as 
well as the hod men should have twenty- 
five cents an hour, instead of twenty- 
two cents, as offered. Of the 2,500 men 
who originally struck, there are to-day 
but 419 on a strike. 
Their officers 
assert that the others, whether excava- 
tors or hodoarriers, have obtained the 
twenty-five cents per hour demanded.

CAMKEON, MO., Jane 25.—At 12 
o'clock last Tuesday night a mob of 
forty men gathered twelve miles north 
of here and went to the farm house of 
Walt Squires for the purpose of tarring 
and feathering his son, Bud, aged 
twenty-one, who, it is alleged, had 
caused the ruin of a young lady in the 
neighborhood. The crowd and the mob 
responded. A regular battle ensued in 
which about fifty shots were fired. The 
elder Squires, aged sixty, received a 
wound in the abdomen, but it is not 
considered fatal. A young man of the 
attacking party named Will Noland 
WBi3 shot^^ in the stomach and it is 
thiisihght he will die. Intense e3i:cite- 
ment continues and another attack is 
expected.

COLUMBIA, S. C., June 26.—There is 
trouble between the races near Bam- 
berg, Barnwell county. On Saturday 
some negroes went fishing in a boat 
owned by a white man, after they had 
been ordered not to use it. When the 
negroes returned they were set upon by 
the whites and beaten. In the fight a 
white man was severely injured. On 
Tuesday night Bobert Eears and a num- 
ber of friends went to the house of a 
negro who appeared to be the leader of 
the party. The negroes were in am- 
bush near the house and fired on the 
whites, wounding eight of them,^ none 
dangerously.

WASHINÖTON, June 26.—-The post- 
master general has been compelled to 
send a goard of men to White Springs, 
Fla., to protect the postmaster there— 
C. Ii. Morrison. Some time ago Morri- 
son was appointed to succeed O. K. 
Faxton, a "hold-over" from the Cleve^ 
land administration. 
Morrison appears 
to have been very unpopular and a 
systematic boycott was immediately in- 
stituted 
the inhabitants of the town 
who mailed ^and received their letters 
through a small postoffice 'a few miles 
distant. Not satisfied with ^this Morri- 


^cnsE^pärae^ to 
annoy him as much as possible. 
They 
succeeded in getting an ignorant white 
man named Lewis to believe that he had 
been appointed a detective. 


A fraudulent warrant calling for Mor- 
rison's arrest was given to Lewis, who, 
with the assistance of a man named 
Morgan, arrested Morrison, bound him 
with ropes and took him to Lake City, 
thirty miles away. 
The fraudulent 
character of the arrest was discovered by 
the citizens of Lake City, and Lewis 
and Morgan were compelled to release 
Morrison, after which they themselves 
were looked up in jail. Lewis, discover- 
ing the fraud which had been perpe- 
trated on him, turned state's evidence, 
and upon his testimony, Morgan, ex- 
Postmaster 
Paxton, Principal Ship- 
worth, of the Florida state normal 
school, Assistant Principal Guilliam, 
and a Mr. Cohen, said to be tbe richest 
man in Hamilton county, were arrested. 


Morgan was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $1,000, and the-others were placed 
under heavy bond. Morrison's life was 
threatened again by some of the con- 
spirators with the result that the de- 
partment has determined to protect the 
postmaster with an armed guard. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The house 
to-day passed the following bills: House 
bill, with senate amendments, authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across 
the Mississippi river at Winona, Minn.;

The 
governor and council are criticised for 
the vacieitating policy in reference to 
petitions for the appointment of special 
liquor constables in Penobscot and 
other counties. The A.nstralian. ballot 
system and the Women's Christian 
Temperance imion are approved, and 
female sufiTrage is declared to be only 
justice. 
Considerable objection was 
made to the last, but it was finally 
adopted.

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 26.—A Niagara

parents, on Niagara street, by cutting 
his throat with a razor. 
For several 
years he was a telegraph operator and 
at one time had quite a prominent posi- 
tion in Buffalo. Dr. Woolsen was for a 
time in Dr. Baker's office, and since the 
latter's arrest on a charge of criminal 
abortion in connection with the Minnie 
Ellis case, Woolsen has brooded over 
the matter, fearing that he would be 
summoned as a witness in a case of 
which he knew nothing. He was thirty- 
seven years old and leaves a widow and 
four children.

The Jury Bellberate Plve Bonrs Be- 
fore Arrlvlns at a Verdict— 
motion ffor a Kew Trial. 
fi- 


THE SEOTINEIJ has already given the 
verdict of the jury in the Davidson 
murder case, which has been on trial at 
Columbia City for the last ten days. 
Concerning the scenes in the court room 
on the last day of the trial and the de- 
tails of the jury's deliberation in ar- 
riving at a verdict, the Press of this 
morning has the following: 


The trial of Thomas Davidson, jr., 
for the murder of his unde is ended. 
The peculiarities of his case attracted 
widespread interest. The brutal man- 
ner in which the murder was committed; 
the chain of circumstances that encircled 
the prisoner with guilt; the conduct of 
young Davidson at the time of the 
crime; his attitude prior to and during 
the trial were all matters of the keenest 
interest and excited to a high jotch ^ e 
sense of justice that is born in every hu- 
man being. The verdict of the juzy 
was awaited with eagerness and antici- 
pation, which was manifest on the faces 
of the spectators more than on the stone 
like countenance of the accused. X o t ^ 
Davidson sat with unchanged expression 
and was only seen to give evidence of 
anxiety when a slight unusual noise in 
the direction of the jury room gave a 
false announcement of their coming. 


It was 2 o'clock before the sheriff 
announced that the j u ^ was ready to 
report. A death-like stillness came over 
the court room as the jurors filed slowly 
in and took their seats in the box.

That we entered upon the consideration of 
the request with the greatest care and with a 
dsterminatlon to refuse the request if such re- 
rusal would in no manner threaten or endanger 
the thorough efficiency of the schools. 


We believe that if this committee recom- 
mended a course that would shorten the school 
year, cut down the wages of poorly paid teach- 
ers. deny further education to any now enrolled 
or deny entrance to new scholars. It would mis- 
represent the public wish and do an irrepar- 
able Injury thereby. 
At the beginning of the school year, Sept. 1, 
1887, cash on hand for tuition purposes was »93,- 
000. 
iSept. 1 , 1 8 8 8 , for like purpose, was «73,411. 
Sept. 1,1889, for like puriwso, was $50,390. 
Sept. 1,1890. will be, as estimated, $30,000. 
Sept. 1,1891, $11,000. 
This last named sum, augmented by the Jan- 
uary and June school money distributions, 
would; based upon the recepts ot '87, '88, '89 and 
'90, be many thousand dollars short.of the. sum 
necessary to run the schools in «ven their pres- 
ent cramped condition. It would then be too 
late to talk of the levy, for the tax is only col- 
lected in the April and November of the year 
next after the levy. 
The danger to be apprehended is with the 
school year beginning Sept. 1,1891, and to meet 
the deficiency of that year we are of the opinion 
that an actual necessity exists for the Immed- 
iate ordering of the levy asked. It has been 
suggested that the surplus that has been grad- 
ually accumulated in the special school fund be 
asked. To do this means to abandon the neces- 
sary additions to school houses as required by 
the greatly over-crowded school houses in the 
other wards, and thereby denying the benefits 
of free public schools to the children of our me- 
chanics and laboring men, who appreciate most

Builders Handicapped by a Scarcity 
of Material. 


A lath famine is unusual, but the 
present scarcity of this material shows 
that contracting builders are at present 
delayed by such a cause. A contractor 
said last evening that he had houses 
that had not been touched for two 
weeks because there were no lath to be 
secured. 
Shipments are beginning to 
come in and in the course of a few days 
a sufficient supply will have arrived to 
I)ermit a continuance of work where a 
stoppage from this cause was necessary. 


I n 
the case of the state vs. Adam 
Hirsch, the supreme court of Indiana 
has rendered the following decision: 
"Section 2,098, R. S., provides that it 
shall be unlawful to sell, barter or give 
away intoxicating liquor, to be drunk 
as a beverage * * "Upon the day of any 
election in the township, town or city 
where the same maybe holden." Held, 
that under this statue it is a crime for a

Tbe Commissioners Meet at Chicago 


for the Purpose of Making Ar- 


rangementH Tor the Event. 


CHICAGO, June 26.—Lake Front as a 


world's fair site has been abandoned. 
So much opposition to the site develop- 
ed that it was generally agreed among 
tho directors to give it up. The mem- 
bers of the national commission have 
been invited to make a personal inspec- 
tion of the various other sites that have 
been proposed. 


At a meeting last night of the world's 


fair commissioners from' certain western 
and southern states and New York.it was 
agreed to support 0. M. Depew for 
president of the commission at to-day's 
meeting. 
M. H. DeYoung, of San 


Francisco was selected as candidate for 
Irst vice-president, and John T. Diok- 
nson, of Texas, for secretary. 


STABTIKG THE WORK. 


CHICAGO, June 26.—The national 


movement in connection with 
the 


world's Columbian exposition was in- 
ugurated to-day. From an early hour 
he rotundas and corridors of the prin- 
ipal hotels presented an appearance 
amiliar to those who have participated 
in the national conventions of the great 
political parties. 
On every hand there 


were to be encountered men of national 
womiBence in business life, in the 
political world and in the arenas of 
itatesmanship and diplomacy. 
Many 


if them had trod the same ground 
within the last two years when the ac- 
credited delegates of the republican and 
democratic parties had gathered in this 
sity to place their standard bearers in 
he field. Tho Grand Pacific hotel was 
he principal center of the world's fair 
lelegates this morning, and by 10 
''clock its spacious rotunda was almost 
mpassible. Each one of the states and 
erritories were represented by two dele- 
gates and the ten delegates at large ap* 
minted by President Harrison had all 
•ut in an appearance by noon. At that 
hour the national commission was 
ormally opened in the largo club room 
f the Grand Pacific and the existence 
f the body became a matter of record. 
A. T. Wing, one of tho commissioners 


rom Illinois, called the commission to 
rder on behalf of the secretary of state. 
The Kev. Dr. M. Woolsley Strieker 
made the opening prayer 
and Mr. 


Charles H. Derree, also commissioner 
rom Illinois, moved the election of 
ndge John T. Harris as temporary 
hairman. The commission as a whole 
will first be called upon to decide two 
matters—first the question of site, and 
econd, the sufficiency of the fund. Al- 
tiough the local board of directors have 
already practically decided upon the 
ake front and have opened negotiations 
witii the Illinois Central railway to 
oin't action, it is not already certain 
hat the national commission will en- 
dorse that action. As to the question 
of the sufficiency of the fund there will 
)o no difference of opinion. If in the 
ndgment of the national commission 
the amount subscribed or to be sub- 
icribed is not regarded as ample for all 
purposes the board of directors will 
guarantee to secure without delay as 
many millions: more as may be neces- 
iiiry or[desirable. 


The probable officers of the national 


commission came in for a good deal of 
canvassing this morning, Ex-Senator 
Palmer, of Michigan, seems to be every- 
rody's candidate for president. The 
Jew York delegates have publicly an- 
nounced their intention of placing Mr. 
)epew in nomination, but in view of 
he 
great 
interests which 
require 


his undivided attention it is not thought 
probable for a moment that he would 
consent to occupy the position. For 
secretary, energetic efforts have been 
put forth on behalf of the Hon. Benj. 
W. Butterworth, and John T. Dickin- 
son, of Texas, and it is though that the 
alter is in the lead. The meeting to- 
day is simply to comply with the statue 
and it does not follow that permanent 
organization must be effected at once.

C. L. Morrison. Some time ago Morri- 
son was appointed to succeed O. K. 
Paxton, a "hold-over" from the Cleve- 
land administration. 
Morrison appears 


to have been Tery unpopular and a 
systematic boycott was immediately in- 
stituted by tho inhabitants of the town 
who mailed .and received their letters 
through a small postoftice'a few miles 
distant. Not satisfied with kthis Morri- 
son's-enemics concocted a conspiracy to 
annoy him as much as possible. 
They 


succeeded in getting an ignorant white 
man named Lewis to believe that he had 
been appointed a detective. 


A fraudulent warrant calling for Mor 


n'son's arrest was given to Lewis, who, 
with the assistance of a man named 
Morgan, arrested Morrison, bound him 
with ropes and took him to Lake City, 
thirty miles away. 
The 
fraudulent 


character of the arrest was discovered by 
tho citizens of Lake City, and Lewis 
and Morgan were compelled to release 
Morrison, after which they themselves 
were locked up in jail, Lewis, discover- 
ing tho fraud which had been perpe- 
trated on him, turned state's evidence, 
and upon his testimony, Morgan, ox- 
Postmaster Paxtou, Principal Ship- 
worth, of the Florida state normal 
school, Assistant Principal Guilliam, 
and a Mr. Cohen, said to bo the richest 
man in Hamilton county, were arrested. 


Morgan was sentenced to pay a fine 


of SliOOO, and the others were placed 
under heavy bond. Morrison's life was 
threatened again by some of the con- 
spirators with the result that the de- 
partment has determined to protect the 
postmaster with an armed guard. 


WASHINGTON, Juno 26.—The house 


to-day passed the following bills: House 
bill, with senate amendments, authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across 
the Mississippi river at Winona, Minn.;

BATTLE IN MEXICO. 


A Lively Fight In Which Several are 


Badly Wounded. 


SAN ANTONIO, June 26.—Two parties 


have made a marauding expedition 
against Mexico, one above and the other 
below Laredo. The one above were so 
hotly pursued on United States soil by 
United States troops sent from Fort 
Mclntosh that they crossed over into 
Mexico before they intended to, and 
fell into the hands of the Mexioan.cav- 
alry. In the short fight which ensued 
Santiago Sandoval, ono of tho leaden, 
and several of the filibusterers were 
wounded. 


Soon after the capture another of the 


leaders was summarily shot, and it is 
reported that on Wednesday evening, 
after a brief military trial, the other 
members of the party were taken to a 
ravine back of Neuva Laredo and shot 
by their captors. The second expedi- 
tion crossed to Guerro, twenty-five miles 
below Laredo, where they robbed the 
custom house and several stores. Dur- 
ing their attack on the town one of their 
leaders was killed, and shortly after- 
ward the majority of the band was cap- 
tured but what was done with them is a 
mystery. Tho Mexican authorities are 
studiously silent. All of the invaders 
were Mexican citizens, their object be- 
ing plunder.

Resolutions Adopted Favoring state 


and National Prohibition. 


PORTLAND, Maine, June 26.— The 


resolutions adopted by the state prohi- 
bition convention yesterday demand 
state and national prohibition, and de- 
clare the third party necessary to secure 
it; that the democratic and republican 
parties each contain a liquor element 
sufficient to prevent any thorough en- 
forcement of prohibitory laws by these 
parties and their declarations on the 
subject are therefore meaningless.

The Jury Deliberate Five Hours Bo- 


fore Arriving at a Verdict— 


notion for a Xetv TriaT. 


THE SENTINEL has already given the 


verdict of the jury in the Davidson 
murder cage, which has been on trial at 
Columbia City for the last ten days. 
Concerning the scenes in the court room 
on the last day of tho trial and the de- 
tails of the jury's deliberation in ar- 
riving at a verdict, the Press of this 
morning has the following: 


The trial of Thomas Davidson, jr., 


for the murder of his uncle is ended. 
The peculiarities of his case attracted 
widespread interest, The brutal man- 
ner in which the murder was committed; 
the chain of circumstances that encircled 
the prisoner with guilt; the conduct of 
young Davidson at the time of the 
crime; his attitude prior to and during 
the trial were all matters of the keenest 
interest and excited to a high pitch -the 
sense of justice that is born in every hu- 
man being. The verdict of the jury 
was awaited with eagerness and antici- 
pation, which was manifest on the faces 
of the spectators more tb*n on the stone 
like countenance of the accused. Young 
Davidson sat with unchanged expression 
and was only seen to give evidence of 
anxiety when a slight unusual noise in 
the direction of the jury room gave a 
false announcement of their coming. 


It was 2 o'clock before the sheriff 


announced that the jury was ready to 
report. A death-like stillness came over 
the court room as the jurors filed slowly 
in and took their seats in the box. Tho 
court received the verdict and read it. 
As the word "guilty" was pronounced 
every eye was turned upon Davidson, 
but ho sat firm and not a feature quiv- 
ered. Then came tho punishment to bo 
prescribed, and the court read "impris- 
onment for life." A noticeable sigh es- 
caped the crowd of spectators when tho 
reading of the verdict was concluded. 
Tho counsel for tho defense immediately 
gave notice of a motion for a new trial, 
and tho court fixed July 8 as the date 
on which it will bo heard. Unless the 
motion prevails and tho verdict is set 
aside, sentence will bo passed on David- 
son at that time. 


The jury retired at 9 o'clock yester- 


day morning, and on the first ballot 
every juror voted "guilty.1' 
Tho sec- 


ond ballot was also unanimous for first 
degree. The matter of fixing tho pen- 
alty, however, developed a difference of 
opinion. Nine of the jurors voted for 
life imprisonment and three wanted tho 
murderer to hang. This division was 
maintained four hours and a half before 


I the three voters for death yielded to the 


tho moonlight ou the lake.

Death of an JBateemefl Citixen of 


Zaiief<vilte.> 


At Zanesville, in this oonnty, ocoured 


the death of David B. Waid, aged 60 
years and seven days. He was born 
in Augusta county, Virginia, June 14, 
1830. 
With bis parents he moved to 


Wells county, 
Ind., in 1834. On 


March 10, 1853, he was married to 
Philla A. Peek, by whom he had seven 
children, three of which survive him. 
The daughter, Mrs. Sappington is the 
wife of a prosperous farmer living a few 
miles from J£anesville and one son, also 
a farmer, lives on his fathers farm; 
while his other son, J. M. Waid, is a 
merchant of Zanesville. Mr. Waid was 
a man of more than ordinary force of 
character. By strict attention to busi- 
ness, and by economy he had amassed 
quite a fortune. A good, kind neighbor 
and friend, he had the respect of all, as 
was attested by the large attendance at 
the funeral. Ho was a member of the

was postmaster at that place. He is on- 
shrined in the hearts of his acquain- 
tances as a good man, and his loss is re- 
gretted by all. The funeral sermon 
was preached by Bev. Bridge, of Ossian.

The Jury Deliberate Fivn Hour* Bn- 


fore Arrivins at a Verdict- 


notion for a Sew Trial. 


THE SEvrrNEt, has already given the 


verdict of the jury in the Davidson 
murder case, which baa been on trial at 
Columbia City for the last ten days. 
Concerning the scenes in tho court room 
on the lost day of tho trial and the de- 
tails of tho jury's deliberation in ar- 
riving at a verdict, the Press of this 


ormngbasthe following: 
The trial of Thomas Davidson, jr., 


for the murder of his uncle is ended. 
The peculiarities of his case attracted 
widespread interest. Tho brutal man- 
ner in which the murder was committed; 
tho chain of circumstances that encircled 
the prisoner with guilt; the conduct of 
young Davidson at tho time of the 
crime; his attitude prior to and during 
the trial were nil matters of the keenest 
interest and excited to a high pitch: the 
sense of justice that is born in every hu- 
man being. The verdict of the jury 
wns awaited with eagerness and antici- 
pation, which was manifest on tho faces 
of the spectators more tfcan on the stone 
Hkecoanteumce of the accused. Young 
Davidson eat with unchanged expression 
aud was only seen to give, evidence of 
anxiety when a slight unusual iioiso in 
tho direction of tho jury room gave ft 
false announcement of their coming. 


It wag 2 o'clock bufore tho sheriff 
nnounced that tho jury was ready to 
eporfc. A death-like stillness came over 
10 court room as tho jurors filed slowly 
n and took their scate in the box. Tho 
onrt received tho vordiot and read it. 
s the word "guilty" w:is prououuced 
iveryeyo was turned upon Davidson, 
mt ho sat firm and not a fraturo quir- 
rod. Theu came tho puuishmerit to bo 
Described, nnd the court road "impris- 
mment for life." A noticeablo sigh es- 
caped tho crowd of spwl&tora wheu tbo 
catling of tho verdict was concluded. 
'ho counsel for tbc defenso immediately 


notice of 8 motion for a now trial, 


and tho court fixed July 8 as tho date 
on which it will bo heard. Unless the 
motion prevails and tho %erdict inset 
aside, sentence will ho pawed, on David- 
son at that timo. 


Tbo jury retired at 9 o'clock jester - 


d&y morning, and on the first ballot 
every juror voted "guilty.'" 
Tbo sec- 


ond ballot was aleo unanimous for first 
degree. Tho matter of fixing tbo pon- 
nlty, however, developed a difference1 of 
opinion. Nino of the jurors volod for 
life imprisonment and three wanted -;uo 
murderer to bang. This division WAS 
maintained four hours and a h&lf beforo 
the three voters for death yielded to iho 
majority and. agreed to a mo sentence.
